fool of herself b y supplying ammunition to Europe, b ecause there is a good 


chance that Europe’s deb t will b e so b ig that she can nev er pay It. 
Henry 


Clews, New York financier, writes an interesting letter on the financial con­ 


dition of this country at the present time: 


llow will some of the b elligerents pay for the enormous war supplies 


b ought in the United States? This is the prob lem of the future in American 


financial circles. Orders thus fur receiv ed already aggregate ov er one b illion 


of dollars, and hundreds of millions more are practically sure to follow; for 


peace is not yet in sight, and the war has b y no means reached its greatest 


intensity. Prognostications are futile; yet it is more than prob ab le that the 


prob lem of financing the war has not reached the real crisis or lest, and &r, 


increasing waste of life and property must b e expected as the struggle grows 


in b itterness and destructiv eness. It goes without saying that some of the 


warring nations who are directly or indirectly purchasing war material here 


cannot pay cash to any extent b ecause they are ev idently spending sev eral 


times their national sav ings in prosecution of the war Treasury notes can 


only b e used to a limited extent and long term credit ob ligations will b e Iho 


only b asis on which these orders can b e financed, b ecause an Indefinite per­ 


iod must elapse b efore Europe can again send us sufficient merchandise or 


gold to ev en approximately b alance our exports. Cold we do not ab solutely 


need, and Europe can not spare it in large enough amounts. Thus far E u ­ 


rope has returned us b etween 4 to 5 hundred millions of our securities; b ut 


European indeb tedness to American manufacturers will increase on an enor 


mous scale during the next six months, and tin» Foreign Exchange situation 


will b e one demanding the highest skill and resourcefulness for solution 


Foreign holders, especially British, seem unwilling to part with their A m er­ 


ican inv estments. If would seem, howev er, as if a partial solution will b e the 


rending hack to this country of a still larger portion of their holdings 
in 


Americans. The Canadian $45,000,000 5 per cent loan, which will prob ab ly 


b e promptly sub scrib ed, will also help the situation. 


The United States is the only important nation in the world that is now 


accumulating capital from its sav ings. It is also the only free 
inv estment 


market in the world, since all the great powers of Europe are pouring their 


sav ings and energies into the melting pot of war. There urc no indications 


howev er, as yet, of American disposition to b uy foreign gov ernment b onds 


with any freedom. A fair amount might b e ab sorb ed b y Institutions and'trust 


lands here, especially if terms were made still more attractiv e; 
b ut 
tin 


amount would b e relativ ely small when compared with tin; many b illions al 


ready issued ab road. If, then, American manufacturers are to continue in­ 


cepting munition contracts, some v ery extensiv e credits will hav e to b e ar 


ranged for b y American b ankers; and these credits or short term ob liga 


tions, whatev er they may b e, will ev entually hav e to In- extended or turned 


into fixed deb t in some form. It is well, therefore, to keep in mind as to what 


would b e the effect of the immense mass of foreign credits upon American 


finances, especially in v iew of the fact that the market for these foreign ob ­ 


ligations on this side will necessrally b e limited. Of course, the credits thus 


far granted hav e imposed no financial strain here, and they could undoub t­ 


edly b e expanded without harm ; b ut a new factor of great importance is b e 


ing introduced into our finances, one with which American hankers and in 


v esiors are not entirely familiar, and the handling of this prob lem success­ 


fully will require the greatest prudence and most skillful foresight.

b est and most natural adjustment would b e a gradual return of American 


securities from ab road, which inv estors here would doub tless 
ab sorb and 


which foreign holders could realize upon to b elter adv antage than upon their 


home Inv estments, for which there is only an Indifferent outside market 


A further return of American securities here would do no harm.

There is no 


doub t ab out one fact, and that is, American stocks, railroad or in d u s t ria l 


of the b etter class are now the most desirab le and most sub stantial of any 


in the world's markets. Our growing resources, financial, industrial and com­ 


mercial, as well as our freedom and distance from European distrib utions 


entitle them to preference ab ov e ull others. 


Home conditions are generally satisfactory. The crop outlook is partic­ 


ularly so. Some deterioration has taken place, as usual in summ er months, 


and more may follow; b ut a b umper grain crop is now almost within reach,
